HE Duke dela Feuillade join’d the Duke 
de Vendome the 11th Inftant before 
Chivas. The fame Day a Detachment 
was made to reinforce the Grand Prior : 
And the 12th the Duke de Vendome fol- 
low’d them. The Troops the Duke de Vendome 
fent to meet the Duke de la Feuillade, lefc barbar- 
ous Marks of their Paffage at feveral Places, and 
particularly at Cirie, where they plunder’d, ravith'd, 
and committed all manner of Diforders, without ha- 
ving the leaft Regard to Convents or Churches, and 
carry’d their Booty back to their Army. The Duke 
de Vendome has not taken with him any Majors 
General, and only fuch Lieutenants General as are of 
a longer ftanding than the Duke de la Feuillade: So 
that the latter has under him, Meffieurs d’Eftain, de 
Guebrian, Daubeterre, Darefnes de Gevaudan, and 
Lapara. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Auguft 8. 
Turin, July 15. The Duke of Savoy has fignified 
to the Duke de la Feuillade, that tis againft the Rules 
of War to murther unarm’d Inhabitants of his Towns 
and Villages, and not only to plunder their Houfes 
but even the Churches and rob the very Altars. The 
Enemy carried 300 Waggon Loads of Booty from 
Cirie, to their Camp. His Royal Highnefs has or- 
der’d fome Perfons in Ecclefiaftical Authority to go to 
Cirie, and take Informations of the Sacrileges and 
Barbarities the French committed there, defigning ’tis 
fuppos’d to fend them ro the Pope, to thew the Hu- 
manity of the Officers and Soldiers of the moft Chri- 
ftian King, and the Regard they have tothings facred. 
Krom the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Auguft 11. 
Turin, Auguft 22. Since my laft the Enemy have pil- 
lag’d three large Diftridts, viz. Front, Aglie, and Sr. 
Georgio: But the Peafants being made defperate by 
their ill Ufage, took Arms and have kill’d a great 
number of them, which for fome Days has put an 
end to this extraordinary manner of making War. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Aug. 4. 
Francfort, July 30. The 25th of this Month Gene- 
ral Gronfvelt and Count Wels arriv’d at Mentz from 
the Court of Vienna. The next Day the Prince of 
Baden went thither from Swalbach, and they had a 
Conference at which the Baron d’ Almelo was pre- 
fent: The 28th che latter,return’d hither, and is pre- 
paring to fet out to Moffow with his Lady for the 
Court of Vienna. The great Mafter of the Tcuto- 
nick Order arriv’d here the 28th from Swalbach. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Aug. 7. 
Francfort,Aug. 1. The Prince of Baden is at prefent 
at Raftad, whence he will repair to the Army at 
Lauterbourg, as foon as it is ready to march, A great 
Quantity of Bread is making here for that Army. 
Monfieur d’ Almelo is gone from hence for Vienna. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Auguft 11. 
Landau, Auguft 3. The Army commanded by the 
Marhhal de Villars broke up from Croon- Weiffenbourg 
the 1ft Inftant and march’d to Sultz ; and Yetterday 
retir'd into the Lines of Haguenau: Which Lines 
‘tis faid the Imperialifts defign to attack, 
From ihe Amfterdam Gazetre, dated Auguft 11. 
From tle Imperial Camp near Laurerbourg, Augult 3. 
Count ‘J hungen and our ocher General Offices went 


Yefterday to Raftad, to confer with Prince Lewis of 
Baden. We expect them back agen to Morrow or 
the Day following, with the Refolutions that may 
be taken for the Operations of the reft of the Cam- 
paign. In the mean time a Courier is difpatch’d to 

axony, to haften the March of 4060 Men, which 
that Elector has promis’d to furnith for his Contin- 
gent. Our Army is at prefent above 30000 Men 
ftrong, though the Pruffian Horfe and the 8000 Pa- 
latins age not yet arriv’d here. The Lines of Buhl 
and Stolhoffen are well provided with Troops for 
their Defence, The Marfhal de Villars is behind his 
Lines, and keeps upon the Defenfive: Tis talk'd he 
cannot be attack’d in them but in one Par, nor even 
in that without great Difadvantage. ‘When that 
Marfhal drew off with his Army, General Merci 
march’d with his Horfe to fall upon bis Rear-Guard, 
but could not get up with them, the French having 
broken down all the Bridges behind them. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 8. 

Sarlouis, July 28. The Marquis de Refuge Lieu- 
tenant General, arriv’d before Hombourg the 24'h 
in the Morning, and immediately order’d Batteries to 
be rais’d, which were to be got ready by the 27th, 
but the Governour, fearing if he waited till a Breach 
was made he fhould obtain no other Terms than for 
himfelf and Garrifon to be Prifoners of War, 
beat a Parley the 26th. The Articles of Capirulati- 
On were agreed, and the Garrifon march’d ou: at 9 
a Clock that Morning, with their Arms and Baggage, 
but no Cannon, to be conducted to Manheim. The 
Marquis de Refuge has put a Gartifon into the 
Place, and order’d the Fortifications to be ftrengthen’d 
with new Works. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 8. 
Bruffels, July 31. The 28th the Enemy’s Army en- 
camp’d on the other fide the Dyle, made feveral Mo- 
tions in their firft and fecond Lines, and Deferters 
reported their heavy Baggage and 17 Regiments were 
marching towards their Left. The following Night 
their whole Army fil’d the fame Way, by the Roads 
they had cut through the Wood of Meerdal. The 
29th the Elector of Bavaria caus’d his Army to 
move likewife up the Dyle, to Florival, leaving on- 
ly fome Foot to guard the Pofts on the lower Dyle, 
and the Lines that are extended towards Liere. The 
Night between the 29th and 30th, our Army pafs’d 
the Night in Battallia, and the Elector of Bavaria 
mounting on Horfeback at 2 in the Morning, had 
Intelligence at 3 a Clock that fome Wagons loaded 
with Planks w@fe coming towards the Dyle. Net 
long after, the Enemy began to make a great Fire 
from 40 Pieces of Cannon, which they had plac’d 
on the Right of the Dyle on a Rifing Ground, be- 
tween Corbeck and Neer-I{che, to favour the Paf- 
fage over a Bridge which they bad laid over the 
Dyle. 3000 Greuadiers pafs'd thar Bridge, and 
made themfelves Mafters of Corbeck and Neer-I{che, 
repulfing three Regiments of Dragoons thet were 
pofted near them. The Biector of Bavaria fent to 
the Troops of the King’s Houf-hold, and to the 
Brigade of Picardy to joyn him, and in the mean 
time caus'd thofe 2 Villages to be artack’d by the 
Electoral Prince’s Regiment, and bv the Elector of 
Cologne’s Brigade of Foot: Bur the Enemy aban- 
don’d them, feeing the Troops of the King’s Houfe- 


hold advancirg, and that they fhouldbe cut in Pic- . 


ces, agd repafs'd the Dyle in grear Diforder.  Seve- 
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sal of theai were kill'd by Mufquet-fiors in their 
Retreat, and the Planks and Pontons of their Bridge 
were taken. They had on the Bank of the River 
and on the Riling Gwsund 8 Lines of Foot ready to 
pais; whereupon 12 Picces of Cannon were brought 
up, molt of them ot 3 Mouths, which hir'd an 
Hour togecher among their Batrallions. The Defer- 
ters, of whom many are fince come over, teil us 
our Cannon kill'd 7 or $00 of the Enemy, befides 
the Lofs their Grenadiers iutice’d in retiring, and the 
other Lofs they had ia 2 ocher lets confiderable Ac- 
tacks, which they made near Florival, and between 
Corbeck and Louvain, where they were hkewile re- 
puls'd. They play’d upon our Meu with thew Ar- 
tillery, bur, did licle Execution, ‘being oblig’d to 
point Guns downwards : So that on this Occa- 
fion noc above 69 Men of the King’s [roops were 
kill'd of wounded. In coaciutios, My Lord Marl- 
borough f{eeirg the Impolibili y of tucceeding in 
his Eucerprize, caus’d bis iruops to recite. He Is 
now encamp'd with his Right at Tourie, and his 
Left at Boffut, whence his Army extends to Florival 
and Arquenne. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated Auguft it. 
Louvain, Auguft 9. The Armies coftinue in their 
former Camps. Ail the Deferters from the Enemy 
report, that che Duke of Marlborough had causd a 
great number of Fafcines to be got ready, wiuch 
gives us Ground to believe he Defigr.s to make ano- 
ther Attempe to pals the Dyle: But the Elector af 
Bavaria, is well prepar’d to difpuce thac Patlage. 
From che Bruffels Gazetce, dared Auguft 7. 
Brufels, Auguit 7. Baron Spar, wto had lain 
fomecime in the Neighbourhood of Sas van Gheug 
with a Body of che Eucmy’s Troops, having been 
feinforc’d by fome Batrallious of Englth and Dutch, 
has given frequent Alarms to our Lines in the Coun- 
try of Waes, and near the Red Houfe. The Night 
betwee. the 3d and 4th of chis Motch, he decamp’d, 
march'd to the Canal becween Ghent and Bruges, 
arriv'd at that Canal at 4inthe Morning, and not- 
withitanding the vigorous Relfiftance of the few 
Troops we had rk-re, pals’d it becween Vinderhau- 
ten and Lovend:gem, to pur under Conrribution 
the Country on tha: fide of the Canal. Upen Ad- 
vice of it, tonic Troops are erderd to match intd 
Flanders, with -all Expedition, to drive ont the 
Eaemy. 
Krom the Antwerp Courant, dated Auguft 11. 
Ghens, Auguft 9. The Enemy’s Troops which 
General Spar tent over che Canal of Bruges fume 
Days ago, having put f{everal Towns ander Conrri- 
bution, joyn’d all agen the 7th Inftane between Bi- 
erftal and Bellem ; repafs'd the Canal, and march’d 
to the Plain of Maldegem, where they are now en- 
camp'd. The Count de la Motte is gone through

. From the Paris Gazérte, dared Auguft 8. 
Paris, Auguft 8. An Euglith Prize that is arriv’d 
at St. Malo, reports, that the Sieur de Subercaze 
Governour of Placentia in Newfoundland, having 
drawn together 650 Men, had plunder’d the Englith 
Settlements at Fourillon, Formofa, and Renoufe in 
that Ifland, taking all the Inhabirants Prifoners.
